NICARAGUA MAKES 
TROUBLE FOR KNOX 


Secretary In Bad With Germany, 


England and Mexico. 


W ashington, July 12.—International 
phases of the present 
difficulty be­ 
tween the United States and Nicara­ 
gua are causing considerable concern 
to the officers of the state departm ent. 
Germany has recently tak en an unu­ 
sual interest in the political condition 
of Nicaragua and has within the last 
few day s ordered a German cruiser 
from Callao, Peru, to the west coast of 
Nicaragua to protect German inter­ 
ests. This action is accepted by mem­ 
bers of the diplomatic corps here as 
indicating that the German foreign oi- 
flce is not pleased with the m anner in 
which Secretary Knox is handling the 
situation. 
Heretofore Germany has 
allowed the American naval vessels on 
duty in Central American w aters to 
protect its interests. 
The sending of 
the German gunboat to the west coast 
of Nicaragua is accepted here as evi­ 
dence that the German governm ent in­ 
tends to tak e a more active interest in 
Nicaraguan affairs within the nex t few 
months, and will protect its own in­ 
terests as it sees fit. 
Gfeat Britain also, it was said, is 
not in sy mpathy with the present at­ 
titude of this government toward Nic­ 
aragua. 
Several week s ago the Brit­ 
ish foreign office informed the state 
departm ent that it had received many 
complaints from British m erchants in 
Central America against the continued 
interruptions to business on account 
of the pending revolution in Nicara­ 
gua. 
In diplomatic circles this infor­ 
mation from the British government 
is a sy mptom of dissatisfaction with 
our policy and is a hint that some ac­ 
tion should be tak en to remedy condi­ 
tion« there. According to well-inform- 
ed members of the diplomatic corps, 
the effect of the imbroglio upon the 
diplomatic 
relations 
between 
the 
United States and Mexico also has 
been most unfortunate.

Russia and Japan Get Together 


On That Point.

O ur State Department Is Now in Pos­ 


session of the Text of New Russo- 


Japanese Treaty Designed to M ain­ 


tain the Status Quo in Manchuria, 


Negotiations For W hich Had Been in 


Progress For Months. 


W ashington, July 12.—The tex t of 
the new Russo-Japanese treaty has 
been transm itted to the state depart­ 
m ent by the Russian and Japanese 
embassies in this city . 
The treaty 
was signed at St. Petersburg by M. 
Iswolsk y , m inister of foreign affairs of 
Russia, and Baron Motono, Japanese 
am bassador at St. Petersburg. 
The 
convention is designed to m aintain the 
status quo between the two govern­ 
m ents in Manchuria, and provides a 
traffic agreem ent between the Chinese 
Eastern railway , a Russian concern, 
and the South M anchurian railway , a 
Japanese roau. The tex t of the agree­ 
m ent will be made public sim ultane­ 
ously in every im portant capital of the 
world tomorrow morning. 
The negotiations for it had been in 
progress in St. Petersburg for months, 
and the preliminary ex changes had 
been made before Secretary Knox sub­ 
m itted to the powers his scheme for 
the neutralization of M anchurian rail­ 
way s. 
This Knox plan was promptly 
rejected by both Japan and Russia. 
W hile the convention will have the ef­ 
fect of bringing Japan and Russia into 
closer relations upon Oriental ques­ 
tions, the treaty has not. as has been 
suggested in some quarters, resulted 
directly from Secretary Knox 's inter­ 
vention in Manchuria. 
On the con­ 
trary , Russia and Japan have been pro­ 
ceeding along common lines ever since 
the Russo-Jap war. 
Mr. Knox ’s pro­ 
posal, however, may have precipitated 
the conclusion of the new agreement. 
The new convention consists of a 
declaration of the intention of Japan 
and Russia to m aintain jointly the ex ­ 
isting status in Manchuria in regard 
to territorial and adm inistrative inter­ 
ests. The agreem ents will also co-ordi­ 
nate their respective railroad interests 
in Manchuria. The document includes 
a detailed traffic agreem ent between 
the Russian and Jap railroad interests 
designed to regulate the direction and 
division of traffic between Vladivostok 
and Dalny . 
Mutually advantageous 
through rates are established. 
The 
traffic agreem ent is for the purpose of 
enabling the railroads to develop the 
territory more completely and profita­ 
bly . The effect of the convention is to 
bring Japan and Russia into closer ac­ 
cord on all commercial and political 
questions in Manchuria. 
The officers of the far eastern divi­ 
sion of the state departm ent will mak e 
a study of the new agreem ent to ascer­ 
tain what its effect will be on Ameri­ 
can political and commercial interests 
In Manchuria and also to determine 
whether or not it will affect the open- 
door policy .
